TO ALL RADIO AMATEURS 


PETITIONS TO EXPAND 27 MHZ CB BAND AND TO LEGALIZE THE 
WIDESPREA, FiNPTeENeet STR ST SEERND OPERATIONS BETWEEN THE 
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FCG TODAY. THE ARRL HAD FILED COMMENTS OPPOSING THE PETITIONS. 
LAST DECEMBER, AS DESCRIBED IN MARCH 1980 QST, PAGE 73, THE FCC 
HAS INSTRUCTED ITS PRIVATE RADIO BUREAU TO PREPARE A DRAFT NOTICE 
OF PROPOSED RULEMAKING ON THE SUBJECT. 


AT THE MEETING TODAY, THE DRAFT WAS VIGOROUSLY OPPOSED BY THE 
FIELD OPERATIONS BUREAU BECAUSE OF ENFORCEMENT AND INTERFERENCE 
PROBLEMS. AFTER EXTENDED DISCUSSION THE COMMISSIONERS VOTED TO 
HAVE PREPARED A NOTICE OF INQUIRY SEEKING ANSWERS TO MANY 
TROUBLING QUESTIONS BEFORE PROCEEDING FURTHER WITH THIS MATTER. 
ARRL WILL FILE APPROPRIATE COMMENTS WHEN THIS NOTICE OF INQUIRY 
IS RELEASED. IN THE MEANTIME, THE CB RULES AND THE STATUS OF THE 
ILLEGAL OPERATORS REMAIN UNCHANGED, FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS WILL BE 
REPORTED IN QST.
